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Hammer 
thugs in 
terrifying 
shop raid 

HAMMER-wielding robbers 
terrorised female members 
of staff as they raided a 
supermarket. 

The two balaclava-clad 
men struck at a popular 
Spar neighbourhood shop in 
the Dudley borough at 
around 10.30pm on Monday. 

Police said that at least 
one of the men was armed 
with a hammer with wit¬ 
nesses saying the raiders 
had targeted the wines and 
spirits section at the store in 
Wordsley Green, Wordsley, 
near Stourbridge. 

The men left the store 
though a rear alleyway and 
it is believed they made off in 
a blue vehicle. 

The store, which normally 
opens at 7am, remained 
closed during the course of 
the next morning with a sign 
in the window saying it was 
due to an incident the previ¬ 
ous night. It re-opened just 
after 10am. 

No-one was injured, but 
staff were left shaken. 

They also said the same 
store had been the victim of 
other robberies earlier this 
year and in 2012. 

Mandy Jones-Hackett, 
owner of a nearby hair salon 
said: “The shutters were 
down this morning. There 
were also two robberies 
there in the last year or 
two.” 

Any witnesses should 
contact police on 101. 

Tributes left 
at bus stop 

FLORAL tributes have been 
laid at the scene where the 
body of a man was found at a 
bus stop. Police cordoned off 
Castle Hill in Dudley follow¬ 
ing the discovery outside the 
closed Dudley Hippodrome 
in the early hours of Sunday. 

A bouquet of flowers was 
left at the scene as business 
managers nearby spoke of 
their shock at the discovery. 

A card with the flowers 
reads: “Bryan, you will 
never be forgotten and 
always be a legend.” 

The man has not yet been 
name by police. 


COUNCILLORS MAY 
BE CUT BY A THIRD 


THE NUMBER of councillors in Dudley 
could be cut by one third under pro¬ 
posals aimed at cutting at least 
£ 300 , 000 . 

In total, 72 councillors have seats on the local 
authority, with three members serving each ward 
across the borough. But proposals unveiled by the 
opposition Conservative group are aimed at slashing 
the number to 48 under the scheme. 


Dudley Council leader 
Councillor David Sparks 
confirmed on Friday that he 
had instructed council offi¬ 
cers to look into the measure 
to see if it is workable. 

Conservative group 
leader Councillor Patrick 
Harley said the reduction in 
the number of councillors 
would lead to ‘greater trans¬ 
parency, greater democracy 
and ensure taxpayers are 
getting a good deal’. 

He said more of the 
borough’s 300,000 residents 
now communicate with 
councillors using emails, 
mobile phones and social 
media, which helps council¬ 
lors get through the work¬ 
load quicker. 

Councillor Harley also 
said that extra money could 
be saved by reducing the 
number of elections held. 

He called on the Labour- 
controlled council to investi¬ 
gate the issue urgently and 
report back on the proposals 
to all members. “I think 
that this fits the cap and if

we work together then we 
could do this quickly and not 
spend 10 years talking about 
it,” Councillor Harley said. 

“Proposals had already 
been considered by the Gov¬ 
ernment to reduce the 
number of MPs until the 
Liberal Democrats stepped 
in but I believe it is some¬ 
thing we need to seriously 
consider.” Councillor Sparks 
said: “I have instructed offi¬ 
cers to check this out and 
consider if it is possible.” 

He added: “The problem 
with altering the status of 
the council is that Dudley is 
a metropolitan authority 
and we cannot alter one 
authority in the Black 
Country in isolation. “I’m on 
record as being favour of 
having a Black Country 
council but I realise that the 
other leaders are not in 
favour. Maybe this can be 
discussed.”

A LOTTERY winner in Dudley has lost out on the chance to 
claim a prize totalling more than £70,000 after the time 
expired to cash their ticket. 

National Lottery bosses announced last Wednesday that 
the £76,842 prize from the Lotto draw on March 20 has 
remained unclaimed.

Five are 
released 
over club 
stabbing 

FIVE people arrested on 
suspicion of attempted mur¬ 
der after a man was stabbed 
during a fight outside a 
nightclub have all been 
released without charge, it 
has been revealed. 

West Midlands Police 
issued a fresh appeal for 
information following the 
attack outside The Arena 
nightclub in Stourbridge in 
the early hours of June 23. 

Three people were taken 
to hospital for treatment - 
one for stab injuries - after 
the fight outside the night¬ 
club, formerly The Picture 
House, in Hagley Road. Pol¬ 
ice arrested five people on 
suspicion of attempted 
murder. 

The men - a 31-year-old 
from Erdington, a 23-year- 
old from Wolverhampton, a 
25-year-old of no fixed 
address, a 28-year-old from 
London and a 21-year-old 
from Milton Keynes - were 
given bail as officers carried 
out an investigation. Last 
Thursday, police said they 
had all been released 
without charge. 

Only a week after the sta¬ 
bbing, a man was attacked 
with a shovel by a group of 
three men near the night¬ 
club, outside the Swan Inn. 
Three men - a 43-year-old 
from Wordsley, a 19-year-old 
from Brierley Hill and a 20- 
year-old from Kingswin- 
ford - were arrested on 
suspicion of assault.

WHILE most men might be 
looking forward to a slap-up 
meal on their birthday, James 
Sutton of Stourbridge, spent 
his 31st running the second of 
eight fundraising marathons 
he is doing over eight weeks.

Leanne, 30, received the 
shock diagnosis in March this 
year.

JOHN Fisher had just got in 
from work when the phone 
rang. When he picked up 
the receiver he could 
scarcely believe his ears. 

“Hello, I’m your brother 
Thomas,” said the man on the 
other end of the line. 

John, now aged 58, had not seen 
Thomas since he was a baby. The 
air, and a third brother Stephen, 
ad grown up in a troubled family 
and were separated after being 
taken into care in 1963. 

But John’s success in tracking 
down his long-lost sibling led him to 
discover he had two other brothers 
and a sister, and took him on a seem¬ 
ingly endless quest to bring the 
family together. 

Now John, a retired property ser¬ 
vices manager with Dudley Council, 
has put pen to paper to reveal his 
story in a moving new book. 

John, of Spring Vale Close, 
Coseley, vividly remembers the day 
he received the telephone call which 
would change his life. 

“My initial instinct was simply to 
start crying, but at the same time to 
maintain control of my emotions in 
order to take in what was happen-

ing. My mind was awash with 
thoughts, was this really Thomas? 
Was someone playing an awful trick 
on me? I felt at that moment that I 
needed to confirm to myself that 
this really was him.” 

By amazing coincidence, both 
brothers had been in touch with 
social services in an attempt to trace 
each other, with both of them visit¬ 
ing the council offices within a day 
of each other. 

Determined 

Speaking to the Express & Star, 
Mr Fisher says: “You can call it 
spooky, fate or whatever you want. 
But 24 hours after I went into the 
social services office and left my 
details, he went in to do the same 
thing. ” Mr Fisher says he was deter¬ 
mined to find his family after being 
without them for so long. “I’d got 
my own life, my own children. But I 
felt there was something missing.” 

He had wondered what had hap¬ 
pened to his younger brother ever 
since the pair were separated when 
he was just eight years old and 
Thomas was 17 months. 

His mother Margaret had been 


committed to a hospital while suffer¬ 
ing from mental illness, and his 
father Josiah reluctantly agreed 
that he was unable to bring the chil¬ 
dren up alone. Despite their prob¬ 
lems and their children being taken 
away, the couple had more children 
who were also taken into care. After 
Margaret died from cancer, Josiah 
married someone else and had 
another three children. 

John remained in contact with his 
father and Stephen, two years his 
junior, but it would be decades before 
he would see Thomas again, later 
discovering he had been adopted. 

His book, Finding Thomas, tells 
how the pair were reunited at an 
emotional meeting in the car park of 
the Apple Tree pub in Roseville, 
Coseley, 19 years ago, and how they 
have become close friends since. The 
following years would be spent 
trying to trace the other three sib¬ 
lings - Mark, David and Susan - who 
were born after John, Stephen and 
Thomas were taken into care. 

Susan now lives in Cardiff but the 
others are in the Black Country - 
Thomas and David in Dudley, Mark 
in Wednesbury and Stephen in 
Sedgley. 

John and Stephen’s search for 
their siblings was featured in the

The Chronicle in 1989, and the pair 
employed a genealogist which would 
eventually see the whole family 
brought back together in 2007. 

The book also tells the harrowing 
story of John’s troubled childhood, 
which saw another brother and 
sister die during childhood, as well 
as a life of abject poverty growing up 
in a dysfunctional family. 

But despite his troubled start, 
John, says there is no aspect of his 
life he would have changed, as were 
it not for an extraordinary chain of 
events which saw him eventually 
live with his grandmother, he would 
never have met his wife Diane. 

He says: “I went to live with an 
aunt in 1963 but three years later 
my father wanted me to move in 
with him and his mother. But he 
then moved out and left me with my 
grandmother. Living there I went to 
Bishop Milner School and that’s 
where I met Diane.” 

In the book he reveals: “She has 
become the only person in my life I 
can confide in, share my pain, my 
thoughts, my disappointments, my 
joy and elation. She is my life 
breath.”

Chiefs in 
review on 
policy to 
wear veils 

A REVIEW is being laun¬ 
ched over whether full-face 
veils should be worn within 
the health service, with 17 
NHS hospitals having enf¬ 
orced bans and Dudley 
health chiefs saying they 
will discuss the matter 
further. 

The review over the reli¬ 
gious headdress has been 
announced after Health 
Minister Dan Poulter 
claimed that face coverings 
can be a barrier to good com¬ 
munication between health 
care professionals and 
patients.

Dudley Group of Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall 
Hospital, said it was looking 
into the issue. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “The question of 
whether full-face veils can 
be worn while at work has 
never been raised at The 
Dudley Group. In light of the 
national position we are now 
reviewing our uniform 
policy.” 

Sandwell Hospital says it 
‘does not expect’ staff to 
cover their faces. 

Mosque bid 
visit agreed 
by planners 

COUNCILLORS will make 
a site visit to the site of a pro¬ 
posed mosque and commu¬ 
nity centre on Wednesday. 

Members of Sandwell’s 
planning committee have 
been recommended to 
approve the proposals to 
transform a former Victo¬ 
rian Methodist church in 
Cradley Heath. 

They are due to make a 
decision on Wednesday, but 
will first take a look at the 
proposed site. The Old Hill 
Masjid and Community 
Group has applied to 
Sandwell Council to change 
the use of the building in 
Halesowen Road. 

The group said its current 
base, in Highgate Road, is no 
longer big enough and they 
wish to convert the new 
building into a mosque. 

Under plans it is proposed 
to convert the vacant build¬ 
ing to a mosque and teaching 
facility which would incor¬ 
porate 17 car parking spaces 
on site.

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Building 
of shops 
complex 
nears end 

CONSTRUCTION work on 
a £50 million shopping cen¬ 
tre development is entering 
its final stages, as officials 
revealed improvements to 
the town’s library. 

Final preparations are 
being made to the redevel¬ 
oped Crown Centre, an¬ 
chored by a major new Tesco 
supermarket, in the heart of 
Stourbridge. The centre, 
which also features 10 new 
shop units and a under¬ 
ground car park, opens its 
doors to customers on 
October 31. 

Officials announced the 
closure of the Market Street 
entrance to Stourbridge 
Library and the town hall, 
which is next to the redevel¬ 
oped centre, from the start 
of this week. 

Visitors will now be able to 
access both venues through 
the new mall entrance, off 
Crown Square. 

Metal fencing which had 
been positioned in the 
square linking High Street 
and Lower High Street is 
being taken down to allow 
access into the mall. 

The square has been re¬ 
paved to make it a more 
attractive feature in front of 
the new Crown Centre 
building for visitors. 

Dudley Council bosses 
said the closure of the 
Market Street entrance is 
necessary so that a new 
ramp can be constructed and 
improvements to the cur¬ 
rent entrance can be made. 

Diversion signs will be in 
place in advance of the 
works taking place and 
during the week. 

Charity pet 
show is due

a country park in Sedgley for 
a charity pet show being 
held on Saturday. 

The Mayor of Dudley, 
Councillor Alan Finch, will 
be among the visitors at Bag- 
geridge Country Park for the 
event.

“I hope people will attend 
this day out in the park, as 
well as put their own dogs 
into the categories.” 


Yow keep going Big Yin, says funnyman Tommy

VETERAN Black Country comedian 
Tommy Mundon has been saddened by 
the news that fellow funnyman Billy 
Connolly has been struck by Parkinson’s 
disease - the same illness that ended his 
own 50-year career. 

But Tommy, now aged 79, who quit the 
Black Country circuit last year because 
of his ill-health, had this piece of advice 
for the Big Yin - ‘keep going as long as 
yow can’. 

Billy, aged 70, revealed this week that 
he has undergone surgery for prostate 
cancer and is being treated for the early 
symptoms of Parkinson’s. 

Tommy, who lives in Alexandra Road, 
Halesowen, was diagnosed with Parkin¬ 


son’s two years ago and, at first, carried 
on performing. But the condition made it 
harder to remember his lines and he 
threw in the towel in June last year. 

Billy admitted earlier this year that he 
had started to forget his lines during per¬ 
formances and he has just been diag¬ 
nosed with Parkinson’s after undergoing 
surgery in America for prostate cancer. 

Tommy, who was a stalwart of the 
Black Country Night Out variety shows, 
said of living with Parkinson’s: “Some¬ 
times I’m up, sometimes I’m down - and 
sometimes I’m very down. It’s a compli¬ 
cated disease. I’m a fan of Billy Connolly 
and it was a blow to hear he now has it. 

“I was lucky mine was diagnosed 


early - and hopefully Billy will be able to 
get the best treatment and keep going 
and making people laugh.” 

The Black Country comedian found 
out he had the condition after he fell at 
home while dashing to answer a phone 
call and banged his shoulder. 

“My doctor saw me walk up and down 
a couple of times - and said, ‘Tom, I’m 
afraid you’ve got Parkinson’s.’ 

“I’ve had brilliant treatment from the 
team of nurses at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal,” said Tommy, who now goes once a 
week to the day centre at Stourbridge’s 
Mary Stevens Hospice to give his wife, 
Val, a break. “I’m doing all right but 
missing showbusiness.” 


Crackdown on takeaways 
setting up near to schools 


TAKEAWAYS and fast food outlets will be 
banned from opening close to schools across 
the Dudley borough as part of sweeping 
measures to tackle obesity. 

A new plan was discussed by Dudley Council last 
Friday, aimed at helping cut waistlines as it emerged 
15,000 young people were deemed overweight. 


Officials and councillors 
have drawn up a five-year 
strategy as the authority 
takes over public health 
planning from primary care 
trusts which were abolished 
earlier this year. 

It comes as figures 
suggest one in five, or 21 per 
cent, of people are obese in 
Dudley, forcing new guide¬ 
lines to be drawn up. 

Fast food outlets will no 
longer be allowed to open 
within 400 metres of school 
gates, according to planning 
laws which have been 
drafted. 

Proliferation 

They will also be stopped 
from being built near young 
people’s facilities such as 
youth clubs and community 
centres. 

Dudley Council’s urban 
environment director, John 
Millar, said in the report that 
the aim was to ‘reduce the 
clustering and over prolifer¬ 
ation of food takeaways 
across the borough’. 

Councillors and other 
members of the Dudley 
Health and Wellbeing Board

had voiced concerns that 
there were no rules in place 
to stop takeaways such as 
fish and chip shops opening 
near schools. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
members will vote to adopt 
the ‘Planning for Health 
Supplementary Planning 
Document’ which outlines 
new regulations to curb new 
developments believed to 
harm the health of resi¬ 
dents. 

The document gives det¬ 
ailed guidance on ensuring 
that the health implications 
of any new development are 
considered at the earliest 
possible stage. 

The matter was raised 
recently at Dudley Council’s 
planning committee where 
members said they hoped 
the issue would be looked at 
in more detail. 

It came after plans for a 
takeaway near The Coseley 
School were approved by 
councillors after no grounds 
to dismiss the application 
could be found. 


Police found man dead 

A MAN was found hanged from a bannister at his home, an 
inquest was told. 

Michael Barnsley, aged 69, was discovered by police at his 
home in Acres Road, Quarry Bank, on September 12. His 
family had called police after being unable to contact him, 
Smethwick Coroners Court was told last week. 

Senior coroner Mr Robin Balmain said Mr Barnsley had 
been certified dead at the scene. He adjourned the inquest 
to obtain more information. 


Family car crashes into side of house 



A CAR carrying three young children 
careered off the road, through a garden 
wall and into the side of a house. 

The children - aged one, three and 
eight - and the woman driver had a 
lucky escape walking away unharmed 
from the smash in Brierley Hill. 

The brakes on the car, a silver 
Citroen Picasso, are believed to have 
failed before the car went through the 
wall and hit the house. It then ended up 
balancing against the side of a house in 
Calewood Road at around 6.20pm last 
Thursday. The driver was taken to 


Russells Hall Hospital as a precaution, 
while the three girls went home with 
their grandmother. 

Watch commander Roy Whitehead, 
from Brierley Hill fire station, said: 
“The driver pulled out of a junction 
and she said she went to slam her 
brakes on because there was a vehicle 
coming down the road. 

“But she said her brakes failed and 
she continued into the front garden of 
one house, and angled herself so she hit 
the corner of another property.” 

Firefighters used a winch to pull the

car away from the house. The crash 
caused no structural damage. 

Bench joiner Mark Moore, aged 27, 
was in the house at the time of the 
crash, along with his brother and 
mother Julie, who was downstairs in 
the kitchen next to where the car 
ended up. Mr Moore said: “I had just 
back from work and I heard the noise. 
It’s hard to describe but it was like a 
bang. I looked out of the window and 
saw the car at the side of the building, 
and came downstairs first to see if my 
mum was all right.”

Jail for thefts 
of shop items 

A MOTHER of two who 
stole nearly £2,000 worth 
of jewellery from the 
Merry Hill shop where she 
worked has been jailed. 

Karen Waller, aged 53, 
took items including rings, 
bracelets, chains and wat¬ 
ches from jewellers TH 
Baker while she was alre¬ 
ady the subject of a sus¬ 
pended three-month jail 
term imposed for stealing 
from another employer, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Waller, of Watery Lane, 
Wordsley, admitted steal¬ 
ing and also breaching the 
suspended sentence for 
stealing £7,000 in goods. 

Mr Gareth Walters, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court that 
Waller stole from her emp¬ 
loyer between May 10, 
2012 and February 2 this 
year. She received the susp¬ 
ended sentence last 
November. Judge John 
Warner sentenced her to 
four months for the theft, 
with an additional two 
months for the breach of 
the suspended jail term. 

Authorities fight 
growing jobless 

COUNCILS have joined 
forces as part of a new 
scheme to combat youth 
unemployment. 

The local authorities in 
Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton have 
launched the two-year 
Youth Employment Com¬ 
mission in a bid to help get 
more young people into 
work. 

The commission will 
work with businesses, 
charities and social enter¬ 
prises to find the best ways 
of getting young people 
into work. 

The move comes as a 
report by the commission 
says the true number of 
unemployed people aged 
from 18 to 24 in the Black 
Country is estimated to be 
16,815 rather than the 
previously reported 
14,070.

Ex-mayor in porn shame to step down 


A SHAMED former mayor who viewed 
pornography on his council computer has 
revealed he will step down from the 
authority - less than a week after vowing 
he would remain as councillor despite the 
controversy. 

Councillor Ray Burston was issued 
with a formal warning at a Dudley Coun¬ 
cil standards sub-committee meeting 
after admitting to visiting the adult web¬ 
sites. It was the second time he had been 
reprimanded for viewing pornography 
after being warned by former Conserva¬ 
tive group and council leader David 
Caunt around 10 years ago. 

Councillor Burston Following the sub-committee’s 



warning, Councillor Burston, who has sat 
on the authority for 21 years over two 
stints, vowed to continue as councillor for 
Hayley Green and Cradley South. 

But he now says he has taken the deci¬ 
sion to step down as a councillor when his 
office in term expired next year. 

He also voluntarily resigned the Con¬ 
servative whip - in doing so becoming an 
independent councillor. On Tuesday, he 
said: “I have today informed the Leader 
of the Conservative Group on Dudley 
Council of my decision to voluntarily 
resign the Conservative whip in order to 
spare the party further embarrassment 
or criticism on account of my actions. 


“In addition, I shall not be seeking re- 
election as a candidate for Hayley Green 
and Cradley South when my current 
term of office expires next year.” 

He added: “I can only reaffirm to them 
my deep remorse, and to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to thank them for the support they 
have given me during my 21 years as 
their local councillor.” 

Following the statement, the Conser¬ 
vative leader on the council, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said the right decision 
had been made. Councillor Burston has 
said he will donate the remainder of his 
council members allowances to the 
Mayor of Dudley’s charities.

SOS as cat crisis hits RSPCA

A DRIVER sped away and almost hit 
two parking wardens after being 
given a ticket for parking on double 
yellow lines, a court was told. 

Michael Dilworth had returned to his 
Vauxhall Astra in Dudley High Street to find 
the wardens printing a ticket and taking a 
picture of his vehicle. 

Prosecuting, Miss Lynda Gudgeon told 
Dudley Magistrates Court: “He gets into the 
vehicle and throws a two-year-old child into 
the passenger seat, starts the engine and drives 
away. 

“Both officers said they had to jump out of 
the way as the vehicle quickly sped away.” 

Miss Gudgeon said a nearby police officer 
saw the incident and stepped out in the road to 
stop Dilworth in the car. 

She said: “The officer goes round the side 
window to get the keys out of the ignition - but 
the defendant then makes off away from the 
officer and drives in a dangerous manner to get 
away. 

“Two police officers follow him and he is 
later arrested.” 

Dilworth, aged 27, of Titford Road in 
Oldbury, had denied the charge of dangerous 
driving at a court hearing on June 21 but 
changed his plea on the day a trial was due to 
start. 

Advised 

He also admitted to driving with no licence 
and no insurance in connection with the inci¬ 
dent on June 4. 

Defending Dilworth, Mr Charles Royle, said: 
“Since the last court hearing, the prosecution 
has seen CCTV which shows the incident. 

“We have viewed it with the defendant, we 
have advised him that what is on the CCTV 
does amount to dangerous driving and today he 
pleads guilty to that charge.” 

Mr Royle asked magistrates to adjourn sen¬ 
tencing Dilworth for pre-sentence reports. 

He said: “You will need a report and I will 
keep my powder dry until that report.” 

Chairman of the bench, Mr Mohammed 
Iqval, adjourned the case for sentencing on 
October 16. He also gave Dilworth an interim 
ban from driving until the hearing. 

Dilworth was released on unconditional bail. 


A CAT crisis is swamping RSPCA branches - and 
the animal charity has launched an SOS for help 
to rehome thousands of moggies. 

RSPCA branches across the Black Country, 
Staffordshire and the rest of the West Midlands 
are desperate for help because of an unprece¬ 
dented number of cats in their care. It is so bad 
that some branches and centres in the Midlands 
are unable to take in any more moggies at the 
moment, with several having more than 100 cats 
desperately waiting for new homes. 

Stourbridge and district branch is looking for 
homes for 52 cats and kittens, which are being 
looked after by nine fosterers. They include 
three, three-day-old kittens among a litter of five 
dumped in a box next to a recycling bank in 
Cradley Heath - two of which had died. 


Susan Tranter, of the Stourbridge branch, who 
is currently looking after a total of 15 cats at her 
home in Thorns Road, Quarry Bank, including 
the three survivors and two other kittens, said: 
“The situation is desperate.” 

The charity says some owners can no longer 
afford to keep them, so are throwing them out, 
while others cannot pay vet bills if their pet falls 
ill. But volunteers and staff at RSPCA centres 
and branches blame ignorance or laziness among 
owners about the need to neuter their cats - 
leaving many falling pregnant and having a large 
number of kittens. 

Cats are being dumped in boxes outside RSPCA 
centres or in the street and owners are constantly 
calling the charity to take on their cats because 
they can no longer afford to care for them. 


Four dogs 
rescued as 
fires start 
in kitchens 

FIREFIGHTERS rescued 
four dogs in two separate 
blazes sparked by chip pans 
in kitchens. And a smoulder¬ 
ing cooker pan at a third 
home led to an elderly 
woman needing treatment. 

Black Country firefight¬ 
ers said the three incidents - 
in Brierley Hill, Cradley 
Heath and Oldbury - proved 
how important it was to 
have working smoke alarms 
in homes. 

Three dogs were rescued 
after a small blaze on the 
kitchen stove started at a 
house in Bankwell Street, 
Brockmoor, Brierley Hill, 
while a mother was out on a 
school run last Tuesday 
morning. A deep fat fryer 
had been left on the hob. But 
as the woman returned at 
around 9am she heard the 
smoke alarm and called 999. 

Fire crews from Brierley 
Hill and Dudley dragged out 
the dogs and the animals, as 
well as the woman, escaped 
unhurt. Watch commander 
Nick Lacey said: “It was 
down to the lady hearing the 
smoke alarm going off which 
helped stop anything more 
serious.” 

The crew was then sent to 
Whitehall Road, Cradley 
Heath, at 10am, when an 
elderly woman was over¬ 
come by smoke from a pan 
on the cooker. Later, an 
Oldbury crew tackled ablaze 
after a chip pan spilled on to 
a hob in Cornwall Avenue, 
Brandhall. A 16-year-old boy 
fled to safety and a terrier 
was rescued. 

Archives will 
be on move 
to new home 

PRECIOUS documents con¬ 
tained in Dudley’s archives 
centre will begin to be 
moved to their new multi¬ 
million pound home from 
the start of next month. 

Construction work on the 
new £6 million centre is 
under way and is expected to 
be ready for the grand 
opening next January. 

Stock will begin to be 
moved across when the 
present site in Mount Pleas¬ 
ant Street, Coseley, closes its 
doors to the public on 
October 1. 

As a result of the move, 
Dudley borough archives 
and local history service will 
be operating a reduced 
service. Officials say the 
preparations make the 
Coseley centre unsafe for 
public access along with the 
archive material being inac¬ 
cessible.

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Powers to 
be greater 
for PCSOs 
in county 

POLICE community supp¬ 
ort officers covering Worces¬ 
tershire will be given new 
powers - but forced to work 
longer hours. 

West Mercia Police said 
the move was aimed at 
making better use of a 
‘highly-valued’ officers. 

PCSOs will be given 10 
new powers including the 
power to detain without the 
use of force, to conduct 
drugs searches, dealing with 
truancy and certain traffic 
offences. 

They will be able to deal 
with alcohol-related crimes 
by issuing fixed penalty 
notices across their region 
which includes Clent and 
Stourport. 

Some community officers 
will also be based within sec¬ 
ondary schools according to 
police chiefs in West Mercia 
and Warwickshire which 
have joined for the scheme.

Cool response to iPhone despite Brum queues 


THERE was a scramble for Apple’s latest 
iPhone models but the new gadgets 
received a lukewarm response in the 
West Midlands. 

Queues built up at the Bullring in 
Birmingham on Friday, but there was no 
repeat of the scenes across the Black 
Country except for a handful of early 
birds. 

Mobile phone stores were open at 
Merry Hill shopping centre by 8am but 
only a handful of customers arrived to 
get their hands on the new iPhone. 

Apple has described the new iPhone 
5S as the ‘most forward-thinking smart¬ 
phone in the world’, while its iPhone 5C 
Queues build up outside the shop in Birmingham i s a cheaper basic model. 



Queues began forming days before at 
stores in London with hundreds eager to 
get their hands on the iPhone 5S which 
features an 8-megapixel camera, slow- 
motion video and a Touch ID which 
allows users to unlock their phone with 
the touch of a finger. It costs between 
£549 and £709. 

Arrived 

The iPhone 5C comes in five colours - 
blue, green, pink, yellow and white - and 
costs between £469 and £549.

GRANDMOTHER Emma 
Spooner - aged only 32 - 
left a rottweiler to fester 
and starve in a filthy yard 
for five years and exposed 
her own children to the 
danger of dog bites. 

The pet, Kane, eventually 
had to be put down by the 
RSPCA. 

Emma Spooner, of Tividale, was 
petrified of Kane after he bit two of 
the five children living in her 
home. 

The underweight animal had to 
be put down because he had 
become so aggressive after living in 
his ‘own filth’ and being tossed 
food and water at the home in Peel 
Way. 

Spooner admitted failing to 
ensure Kane had a suitable diet 
and environment. 

She was last week sentenced to a 
curfew on Friday and Saturday 
nights for three months and

banned from keeping animals for 
five years. 

She was also ordered to pay 
£1,000 costs with District Judge 
Graham Wilkinson telling her to 
give up smoking to pay the bill. 

Spooner was only 31 when her 
14-year-old daughter gave birth to 
a baby son 17 months ago - she 
says she feels too young to be a 
gran and asks her grandson to call 
her Emma. 

She was having to cope, not only 
with the five children living in her 
home, but also with looking after 
an aggressive dog after her 
boyfriend left her with it. 

And, speaking to the Express & 
Star after appearing before Dudley 
Magistrates Court for neglecting 
the dog, she told of her terror of the 
animal, which had bitten two of 
her children. 

Spooner said: “The dog didn’t 
like women or children and, apart 


from biting two of the kids, he also 
went for my throat. The dog 
belonged to my ex partner. I was 
under the impression he would 
look after it and he should have 
taken it when he left but he didn’t. 

“I was made out in court to be 
bad, but the dog wasn’t kept 
outside for five years like they said. 
He used to come in at night.” 

Spooner claimed that she con¬ 
tacted the RSPCA last year asking 
if they would put Kane down but 
they had told her it would cost 
£200, which she could not find. 

She also maintained that the 
reason the back yard, where Kane 
was kept, was in such a filthy state 
when the RSPCA called was that it 
had snowed over the previous days 
and she had not been able to clear 
the paving slabs. 

Mrs Vanita Joshi, defending, 
told the court yesterday that 
Spooner had been with her former 
partner for 11 years. 

He mainly cared for the dog and, 
after he left her for a man, he would 


on occasions take Kane away for a 
few days or feed the animal at her 
home. 

“She was petrified of the dog,” 
said Mrs Joshi. Spooner threw food 
and water to Kane who was 
between 10 and 12 years old, in the 
back yard. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting 
for the RSPCA, said Inspector 
Steve Morrall called at Spooner’s 
home on January 29 and could see 
the dog was ‘very lean’ and the 
paving slabs in the yard were 
covered in faeces. 

Alerted 

The inspector threw some food 
to the dog, who ate it ravenously. 

Mrs Sutton said that, when the 
RSPCA found him, Kane weighed 
36.1kg (5 stone 91b), when he 
should have tipped the scales at 
between 45kg (7 stone lib) and 
55kg (8 stone 91b). 

District Judge Graham Wilkin¬ 
son told Spooner: “You left this dog 
to fester in the backyard. This poor 


animal, for five years, lived in a 
small space, unloved and mostly 
neglected. 

“He goes feral, because he is not 
getting love and attention. He is 
left to lie in his own filth. 

“He’s occasionally thrown food 
and he wastes away. 

“Had it not been that someone 
locally alerted the RSPCA, eventu¬ 
ally you would have realised you 
had not seen him for a few days, 
because he would have wasted 
away to nothing. 

He was left to starve slowly and 
would probably have died a sad, 
lonely death. All this time, you 
allowed your children to be at 
risk. ” 

As well as the curfew and pet- 
keebing ban, the judge ordered 
Spooner to pay £1,000 costs. 

At one stage, the judge also 
halted the proceedings at the court, 
ordering Spooner to leave the room 
because she was chewing gum, 
although he called the case back in 
about 30 minutes later.

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CANNOCK Chase Council is 
going to introduce a ‘nominal’ 
lOp-an-hour parking charge for 
certain car parks in Cannock and 
Rugeley in a bid to boost its ailing 
town centres. 

The council says the lost reve¬ 
nue will cost the authority around 
£8,000, which represents around 
8p for each of the district’s 
97,500 residents, so if it helps 
bring shoppers back into town, it 
will represent good value indeed. 

But welcome though the move 
is, one wonders whether it kind of 
misses the point. The problem 
with car parking charges is not 
simply a question of finance, it is 
a matter of convenience, a matter 
of the sort of welcome that a 
town extends to its visitors. 

It is the whole idea of councils 
imposing rules and regulations 
on the people they are supposed 
to serve, and dishing out punish¬ 
ments to those they consider to 
have fallen short. 

Even with the new ‘nominal’ 
charges, shoppers will still need 
to fumble around for a 10p piece, 
they will need to know in advance 
how long they intend to stay, and 
they will have to affix a silly little 
piece of paper to their wind¬ 
screens to avoid the watchful eye 
of the street patrols. 

Presumably, if a 90 per cent cut 
in parking charges costs the 
council just £8,000, then it would 
cost just another £888.88 - less 
than a penny a head - to make 
parking charges completely free. 

In fact, it would probably cost 
even less, as they would not need 
to employ anybody to empty the 
meters, not to mention those 
wonderful people dressed up like 
the cast of Dad’s Army issuing 
the tickets.

Engine debate fails 
to run out of steam 


MARK ANDREWS outlines the 
differing views of historians in 
the region as to where the birth¬ 
place of the steam age is - 
Dudley, or Wolverhampton? 

JOHN Allen and Suhail Rana are 
agreed on one thing. That the 
world’s first steam engine was 
built by Thomas Newcomen in 
the West Midlands. 

But there, it seems, the concord ends. Mr 
Allen, who has spent half a century 
researching the subject, is adamant that 
Dudley is the birthplace of the steam age. 
Mr Rana is convinced it is Wolverhampton. 

To the outsider, it probably seems 
strange that something so innocuous can 
g;et people so steamed up. But a presenta¬ 
tion by Mr Rana this summer at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s former Molineux Hotel has 
seen the temperature rise again. 

Until comparatively recently, the con¬ 
sensus has always been that Newcomen’s 
first successful steam engine had been 
installed somewhere in the shadows of 
Dudley Castle. 

In 1932 T E Lones presented a detailed 
paper to the Newcomen Society concluding 
that the Earl of Dudley’s Coneygree Park, 
about three-quarters of a mile west of the 
castle, was the most likely site. Here, the 
Earl had a coal works, and it was thought 
that the engine had been installed to drain 
water from the mine. 

This was briefly challenged in 1948 
when historian W O Henderson presented 
a paper to the Newcomen Society arguing 
that the so-called Dudley Castle engine 
may have been preceded by one in Wolver¬ 
hampton, but the experts in London were 
not convinced. But now Mr Rana, presi¬ 
dent of Wolverhampton Civic Society, has 
reignited the debate, saying he has uncov¬ 
ered fresh evidence that steam power was

Like Henderson in 1948, part of his 
argument is based on the writings of J T 
Desaguliers, a leading member of the 
Royal Society, who wrote in 1744 “they 
bargain’d to draw water for Mr Back of 
Wolverhampton, where, after a great man 
laborious attempts, they did make the 
engine work. ” 

Assuming that Bache, who died sud¬ 
denly in August 1712, and Back are one 
and the same, it would appear to give 
weight to Mr Rana’s case. Except that 
this was rejected by the Newcomen 
Society in 1948. 

“The difficulty with that is it was 
written so many years after the event, 
and the problem with old men is that 
their memory fades,” says Roger Cline, 
editor of the Newcomen Journal. 

But Mr Rana, a 46-year-old computer 
lecturer at Dudley College, believes that 
the real breakthrough came with the dis¬ 
covery of a lost diary by a Dr Richard 
Wilkes, where he wrote in 1736: “Mr 
Sparrow had fixed a Fire Engine at the 
End of Wolverhampton next Willenhall, 
which now began to work.... This Mr. 
Newcomen most happily effected and 
built the first that ever drew Water, near 
to the Place where this now stands.” 

Mr Allen, a former president of the 
Newcomen Society from Stourton, is 
unconvinced. The 87-year-old says there 
is nothing in Mr Rana’s evidence that has 
not already been considered - and 
rejected. It is also worth pointing out that 
Coneygree Park was a vast site, strad¬ 
dling the old Dudley and Tipton bound¬ 
aries, and although it might have only 
been a matter of yards from the centre of 
Dudley, the location of the engine itself 
might well have been within what is now 
the borough of Sandwell. Like one of 
Newcomen’s ground-breaking steam 
engines, it looks like this old debate is set 
to run and run.

Fear as theatre is one 
of most at-risk venues 



A warning was been issued over the Hippodrome by the Theatres Trust

A STARK warning has been 
issued for the future of 
Dudley Hippodrome as it was 
ranked within the ‘highest 
risk’ category on a list of 
under-threat venues. 

Conservation group the The¬ 
atres Trust has launched its 
annual list of venues that are 
threatened by demolition or 
closure across the country. 

Trust officials claim the Castle Hill 
landmark near Dudley Zoo and Castle 
remains ‘at risk’ of being bulldozed 
despite demolition plans being tem¬ 
porarily deferred amid public outcry. 

Campaigners from the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome group last week 
attended the launch of the Theatres 
Trust’s At Risk Register in London. 

The venue, which has been boarded 
up since it closed as a bingo hall in 
2009, has been moved onto the list’s 
highest ‘category six’ ranking. 

It means that the theatre that once 
played host to Laurel and Hardy and 
George Formby is under imminent 
threat of demolition and swift action 
has been ordered to look into all 
options to save it. 

The theatre has featured on the list 
in previous years alongside around 
1,700 venues nationwide which have 
been deemed at risk. But trust officials 
later said it was vital that more was 
done to persuade council bosses to 
scrap the plans and return to talks. 

Two planning applications seeking 
the demolition of the theatre were 
deferred last month by councillors to 
hold further talks and analyse the 
future for the Hippodrome. 


Campaigner Paul Collins was at the 
launch to speak to trust officials and 
representatives from other theatres 
across the country. 

He welcomed the invitation to 
attend and talk with delegates includ¬ 
ing keynote speaker, actress Penelope 
Keith, to raise the profile of the cam¬ 
paign. 

“It is important that we are here 
and to have the support of the The¬ 
atres Trust is fantastic because once 
the Hippodrome is gone, it’s gone,” he 
said. 

“The rating does focus minds as it 
raises the profile of the campaign that 
we have undertaken and promotes to 
others across the country that it exists 
and needs saving.” 

Friends group leader Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick added that it was crucial to 
win further support in an attempt to 


exert pressure on council bosses. A 
statement from the Theatres Trust 
said: “The Theatres Trust aims to 
secure the future of the existing theatre 
in the context of it making a positive 
contribution in the regeneration plans. 
The building stands in a prominent 
part of the town, in an area highlighted 
for regeneration and development. 

“The building was well maintained 
while in bingo use, and the interior still 
has a theatrical ‘feel’. 

“Later alterations within the audito¬ 
rium are fully reversible and it would be 
possible to return the theatre to live use 
by removing the structural steelwork 
inserted in the fly tower.” 

The campaigners are moving closer 
to their aim of achieving charitable 
status and being renamed the Dudley 
Hippodrome Theatre Trust.

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Bus service to launch 
after residents’ fight

A NEW bus service will be 
launched next month in a bid to 
cut journey times after com¬ 
plaints from passengers that 
trips were taking too long. 

Residents in Woodsetton are 
frustrated at the amount of time it 
takes the 82 service to reach 
Wolverhampton - usually more 
than an hour. 

They launched a petition and council¬ 
lors in the area met with bosses at the 
transport authority Centro. 

Until recently officials from the 
transport authority said the existing 
route was the only one the service could 
take. But while bosses still will not 
change the existing 82 route they have 
agreed to introduce a different service 
aimed at shortening times between 
Woodsetton and the city. 

Choice 

It will be launched in October and 
serve Vicarage Road West, Park Road 
and Chad Road - giving residents across 
the Bramford estate a choice of service. 
And officials from Centro say it will ‘sig¬ 
nificantly reduce’ journey times to 
Wolverhampton at the same time as 
providing new links to Tipton, Oldbury 
and Great Bridge. 

Councillor Keiran Casey, ward 
member for Woodsetton, has cam¬ 
paigned for action on the route along 
with Councillor Adam Aston and 
Dudley North MP Ian Austin. 

“We are delighted our continuing 
efforts to get something done have per¬ 
suaded Centro to provide another 
option in terms of bus services for resi¬ 
dents on Bramford Estate,” he said. 

“After starting a petition and over a 
period of time we have continually 
pushed Centro to look again at the route 
making sure we put across to them res¬ 
idents feeling and thoughts.”

Fake bike 
ride fiddle 
by prolific

A PROLIFIC conman con¬ 
vinced dozens of people to 
sign sponsorship forms for a 
fake charity bike ride, a 
court heard. David Armson 
had 81 individual convic¬ 
tions, including frauds going 
back to 2002, before he 
appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the 24-year-old was 
spotted by an off-duty police 
officer on Bridgnorth Road, 
Stourbridge, on April 29, vis¬ 
iting shops asking for spon¬ 
sorship. The court heard the 
officer had arrested him in 
similar circumstances 
before. 

On this occasion, Armson, 
of Orchard Close, Rowley 
Regis, insisted his name was 
Adam David Timmins and 
even produced a photocard 
driving licence. 

Suspended 

The court was told that 
Armson was convicted at 
Dudley Magistrates Court 
on July 29 of six counts of 
making a false representa¬ 
tion to make a gain for 
himself, another charge of 
possessing or controlling an 
identity document with 
intent, and possessing an 
article for use in a fraud. 

Judge Philip Parker said 
Armson had a lengthy 
record. Mr Ecky Tiwana, 
defending, was unaware if a 
suspended sentence 

imposed in October last year 
had yet been activated for 
Armson so his sentence was 
adjourned. He was 
remanded in custody and 
was due to reappear at the 
same court tomorrow.

woodhenge scrapped 
after yob fears voiced 


B by Tim Spiers 

AMBITIOUS plans to create a 
mini version of Stonehenge in 
a village near Stourbridge 
have been scrapped because 
residents feared unruly 
youths would ruin it. 

The £6,000 plans were the brain¬ 
child of district councillor Reg 
Williams, who asked people in 
Wombourne for their opinions. 

But he said the Woodhenge project, 
which would have been paid for 
through community funds, will not go 
ahead because residents do not want 
young people congregating around it. 

Pledges 

He held a consultation and received 
124 responses, 60 of them objecting. 
The rest, a narrow majority, had been 
in favour and there had been pledges 
of financial support. 

If the plans had come to fruition 
Woodhenge would have been 65 ft in 
diameter and 9ft lOin high. It would 
have included 24 upright beams and 
crossbeams to provide an enclosure 
for a stone round table in the centre. 

Paths would have led off the central 
part of Woodhenge in an area of grass¬ 
land off Gravel Hill near the centre of 
the village. And a plaque would have 
been carved into solid oak wood to 
landmark the site. 

A consultation document was 
issued in Wombourne Library last 
month. 

It read: “In Wombourne we can 
have our own henge providing a day to 
day meeting place which becomes a 
place for gatherings, performances 
and even jumble sales. 

“The idea is to use a simple design 
with most parts the same size that can 
be handled by volunteers who want to

served on South Staffordshire 
Council since 1995, said: “People 
were saying they were concerned it 
would attract youths who might mis¬ 
behave. 

“There wasn’t a great response to 
the consultation and it wouldn’t have 
been right to go ahead when so many 
people were against it. 

Materials 

“Some people were quite distressed 
at the idea that it would be near their 
homes and we have to respect that.” 

He said the land was owned by 
South Staffordshire Council and the 
cost was just for the materials. 

Initially the response was about 10 
to one in favour when the idea was 
proposed at Wombourne Carnival, 
but wider consultation saw support 
fall away.

Petition launched to 
protest at court plan

A PETITION has been 
launched in a bid to save a 
criminal court, which has 
been threatened with closure 
as part of sweeping propos¬ 
als in the West Midlands. 

Ian Austin MP branded plans to 
shut Dudley Magistrates’ Court to 
criminal cases as an ‘outrage’ and 
vowed to fight the proposal. 

The Labour MP, who represents 
Dudley North, voiced his dismay at the 
proposals, which he said would leave 
the town without a criminal court for 
the first time in more than a century. 

He says the scheme would also mean 
Dudley was the largest town in the 
country without a criminal court and 
urged people to sign the petition. 

Redundancies 

All criminal casework would cease at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court, in The 
Inhedge, under the radical overhaul 
proposed by the Ministry of Justice. 

Instead defendants in the region 
would have to travel to Sandwell and 
Walsall to have their cases heard. 
Meanwhile all trials in the Black 
Country would instead go to Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court along 
with youth cases. 

Dudley would become a civil, family 
and tribunal centre under the scheme 
which is out to consultation until 
October 21. Mr Austin said he feared 
for redundancies because of the shake- 
up and said it was another blow to 
Dudley after its police station was 
closed overnight. 

“These plans are an outrage and 
should be dropped immediately,” he 
said. “Dudley’s police station was 
closed at night despite opposition from 
thousands of local people, and now 
we’re set to lose our criminal court too. 

“Dudley would end up the largest 


town in the UK without a criminal 
court when we should be moving more 
services into the town centre, not 
taking them away. Dudley’s had a 
criminal court for as long as I can 
remember, and it’s important justice is 
seen to be done locally, with local 
people seeing those who break the law 
in their community punished. 

“If criminal hearings move else¬ 
where it will be harder for local victims 
to testify, harder for local people to vol¬ 
unteer in court and harder for the 


press to deter crime by reporting on 
local cases. It could also mean that 
people working in the court have to 
move or be made redundant.”

Alan Finch, attended the event and 
added: “We are tremendously proud to 
be working with Midland Heart to help 
significantly improve housing options 
for older people.” 


Tragic driver was trapped 


A LORRY driver died after his 
head became trapped in the 
tailgate of his vehicle while 
making a delivery to Dudley’s 
Churchill Shopping Centre, 
an inquest heard. 

Gary Pickering, aged 34, of 
Swinton, Manchester, was found 
by a security guard in the loading 
bay at the shopping centre at 
4.12am on September 10. 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned at Smethwick Coroners 
Court last week. 

The hearing was told that the secu¬ 
rity guard had rushed to the loading 


bay after an alarm went off at the 
centre. 

The guard saw the delivery vehicle 
parked up and found Mr Pickering, of 
Chepstow Road, slumped beside it with 
his head trapped by the tailgate. 

Senior coroner Mr Robin Balmain 
said: “CCTV images taken at the scene 
suggest the tailgate had become stuck 
and Mr Pickering was attempting to 
free it. 

“At the time he was making a deliv¬ 
ery for the company he worked for.” 

Mr Balmain said that a post mortem 
has revealed the medical cause of death 
to be asphyxia. 

But he added more information was 
still needed and adjourned the inquest 


until a later date for more inquiries to 
be made. A date was not set for when 
the inquest will resume. 

Environmental officers from Dudley 
Council launched an investigation 
immediately after Mr Pickering’s 
death. 

The authority has refused to 
comment further until this has been 
fully completed. 

Officers have been assisted by offi¬ 
cials from Home Bargains, which uses 
the bay off King Street. 

It was originally believed that Mr 
Pickering had been crushed by a metal 
shutter at the loading bay. 

Police confirmed at the time they 
were not investigating the matter.

Our boys who helped in 
decisive Messines victory 



By the summer of 1917, the Germans had held Messines Ridge for three years

UP HERE, on a clear, sunny 
morning, you can see what the 
Battle of Messines was all 
about during the course of the 
First World War. 

This gentle ridge rises near the 
ancient Belgian town of Ypres. 
The Flanders plain stretches out 
below. 

Whoever holds Messines Ridge 
controls hundreds of square miles of 
territory. From here, as battlefield 
guide Alan Whittle explains to a party 
of visitors - on a trip organised by a 
group which includes former 
members of 871 Signal troop who 
were based in Stourbridge - an army 
can see and destroy anything it 
chooses. 

Pointless 

In the summer of 1917 the Germans 
had held Messines Ridge for three 
years. They had turned it into an 
impregnable fortress, raining hellfire 
and poison gas on the British troops 
below. 

In the space of 24 hours, all that 
changed. The Battle of Messines was 
not the usual pointless, bloody charge 
at the barbed wire that cost so many 
lives here on the Western Front - the 
tactics mercilessly parodied in Blackad- 
der Goes Forth. Messines was meticu¬ 
lously planned by General Hubert 
Plumer and his staff and it was that 
rarest of things, a great British victory. 

Hundreds of miles away, in the old 
First World War training camp on 


Cannock Chase, archaeologists are 
today patiently uncovering a tennis- 
court sized model of the town of 
Messines. 

It is believed to have been built partly 
as a training aid and partly in tribute to 
the Tommies who seized the ridge. 

On the actual battlefield, nearly 100 
years later, visitors place little wooden 
crosses on the graves of some of those 
who died in the fighting. 

This three-day pilgrimage to Ypres 
and Messines was organised by the 
Queen’s Own Warwickshire and 
Worcestershire Yeomanry Comrades’ 


Association which includes former 
members of the Stourbridge-based 
Signals, until it was wound up in Terri¬ 
torial Army cutbacks a few years ago. 

Retired major Malcolm Cooper, from 
Norton, Stourbridge, and former ser¬ 
geant-major Barry Weaver, from 
Cradley, who both served with the 
Signals lay their crosses on the graves of 
Tommies in Lone Tree Cemetery who 
died in a terrible miscalculation. 

These doomed soldiers left their 
trenches too soon and were killed in the 
explosion of a British mine. 

It was the mines that won the battle. 


For months before, British sappers, 
like those immortalised in the Sebast¬ 
ian Faulks novel and television drama 
Birdsong, had been digging. 

They planted 455 tons of high explo¬ 
sives deep under the German trenches 
on Messines Ridge. 

In the early hours of June 7, 1917, 
the mines were detonated. Nineteen 
enormous explosions ripped apart a 10- 
mile section of the ridge. 

In 20 seconds an estimated 10,000 
German soldiers were killed. Many, as 
Alan Whittle explains to his silent 
audience, simply vanished, vapourised 
in volcanoes of fire as the mines 
erupted. 

Some folk said they could hear the 
bangs in London. 

Centenary 

As all hell broke loose, the officers 
blew their whistles and 80,000 British, 
Australian and New Zealander sol¬ 
diers, supported by tanks and low- 
flying aircraft, rose from their trenches 
and swept up on to the ridge, capturing 
hundreds of Germans who were too 
injured or shell-shocked to fight back. 

Next year marks the centenary of 
the outbreak of the First World War. 
Many more pilgrimages like this will 
visit France and Belgium to pay their 
respects in thousands of little acts of 
remembrance. 

At New Irish Farm Cemetery near 
Ypres, Barry Weaver’s wife Ann stoops 
to plant her wooden cross on the grave 
of a Black Country lad. 

Private Walter Boots, 30, of 15 Green 
Lane, Lye, was the husband of Eliza 
and was killed on September 11, 1917, 
one of almost a million British and 
Commonwealth soldiers who perished 
between 1914 and 1918.

Pair lost touch until treatment 


TWO former school friends who 
died within six months of each 
other from breast cancer will be 
remembered at a charity coffee 
event taking place today at the 
pool where they both learned to 
swim. 

Liz Ashcroft and Fiona Wood grew 
up together, in Dunstall Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, and learned to swim at the 
town’s leisure centre where they also 
took lifeguard saving classes. 

They attended Huntingtree Primary 
School, Lutley Middle School and The 
Earls High School together before 
doing their A-levels at King Edward VI 
College in Stourbridge. 

After losing touch when they left to 
go to Lancaster and Oxford universi¬ 
ties respectively, a tragic twist of fate 
brought them back together. 

Both were diagnosed with breast 
cancer aged around 40, and were

treated in the same oncology depart¬ 
ment. Liz had become a teacher at 
Glynne Primary School, in 
Kingswinford, while Fiona was part 
of the management team at Hale¬ 
sowen College. 

Fiona died in 2010 and Liz died six 
months later after tests revealed the 


disease had spread to her lungs and 
liver. 

They will be remembered when 
Halesowen Leisure Centre hosts a 
Macmillan coffee event throughout 
the day running until 8pm. The

Liz’s mother Jean Hadley, who was 
Dudley schools’ swimming teacher 
and did voluntary work for Hale¬ 
sowen Swimming Club for their first 
25 years, added: “It is poignant how 
things happen but we try not to be sad 
when we remember them both.”

Joy for group as 

£360k lotto cash 
secures its future 

HUNDREDS of older people are celebrating after a lottery 
grant of almost £360,000 guaranteed the future of a group 
that helps to keep them fit and active. 

Zumba, tai-chi, drama, line dancing, tennis, Spanish and seated 
exercise are just some of the activities run by Age UK Dudley’s 
Springboard to Health and Wellbeing project. 

The group had been fundraising des¬ 


perately to plug a funding gap and keep 
its centres going as it waited for news 
of the bid for National Lottery money. 

And now members have received the 
news they had been waiting for - they have 
been granted £358,784. Jenny Worwood, 
Springboard project co-ordinator, said: “We 
literally jumped for joy. The Springboard to 
Health and Wellbeing project is able to dev¬ 
elop a vast variety of activities, services, 
trips and social experiences for our current 
300 members and we welcome many more 
to join us.” 

Lively 

Springboard offers a choice of more than 
30 activities for people aged over 50, five 
days a week at three centres across Dudley - 
in Merry Hill, Brierley Hill and Netherton. 

They have proved themselves to be a 
lively bunch - and earlier this year a ‘flash 
mob’ of dancing women, most of them 
grandmothers in their 50s and 60s, pumped 
up the volume and strutted their stuff in the 
middle of the Merry Hill centre. 

Regulars at Springboard include Ada 
Griffin, from Dudley, who recently cele¬ 
brated her 100th birthday at the Spring¬ 
board exercise class she goes to every week 
at Merry Hill. She said: “The class keeps me 
active despite my age and is a great way to 
socialise with new friends.” The project also 



Age UK Dudley, which runs the group 

arranges trips, lunches, talks, demonstra¬ 
tions and workshops and has a counselling 
service, holistic health and beauty thera¬ 
pies, as well as social events. 

Springboard costs about £70,000 a year 
to keep going. But the group’s funding ran 
out in the first week of August and, 
although members were optimistic that 
their grant application would be approved, 
they started fundraising just in case it was 
turned down. 

A sponsored zumbathon by 30 members 
and staff at Brierley Hill Methodist Church 
raised more than £1,300 and other events 
brought the figure to around £5,000, which 
paid the bills until the lottery grant came 
through. Other activities that helped the 
cause included a summer lunch, a scone tea 
party, raffles, tombolas and an art and pho¬ 
tography exhibition.

No local justice with scheme 
to move criminal court cases 


LAST week the Govern¬ 
ment released official 
plans that could put an 
end to local justice in 
Dudley. 

Their preferred option 
would mean all criminal 
cases are dropped from 
Dudley Magistrates. Instead 
they would be heard at courts 
in Wolverhampton, Sandwell 
and Walsall instead. I grew up 
in the town and there’s been 
a magistrates court in Dudley 
for as long as I can remember, 
but if the plans go ahead, 
Dudley would be the biggest 
place in the country with no 
criminal court. 

Some people have asked 
me why this is so important. 
It’s not to do with criminals 
having to travel further to 
stand trial, although I think 
more will fail to appear, 
wasting time and costing 
more money. For me, it’s 
about justice being done 
locally and the impact on the 
town centre. 

The plans mean that 
victims of crime will be forced 
to make a round trip of up to 
two hours to give evidence. 

How many trials will have 
to be delayed or cancelled 
because the victim hasn’t 
been able to get to the court? 
Being a victim or witness of 
crime is hard enough. Why 
make things harder still? 

Magistrates will have to 
travel further to do their jobs. 
They don’t get paid. They’re 
volunteers. How many mag¬ 
istrates will quit because they 
can’t fit hours more travel 
time into their schedules? 
And what about the local 
knowledge that is so crucial 
in court? 

Dudley-based journalists 
report on local cases. That’s 
how we know whether justice

is being done and criminals 
are being brought to book. 
These plans will make things 
harder for them to report on 
cases and harder to us to find 
out if criminals are getting 
the punishment they deserve. 

People working in Dudley 
Magistrates could be moved 
or made redundant, and 
lawyers with offices in Dudley 
could move elsewhere. This 
comes on top of the closure of 
our police station at night. 
It’s my job to stand up for the 
town and I’m worried Dudley 
town centre will be worse off 
as a result. 

The plans should be 
dropped immediately.

Businesses 
homes and 
cars are hit 
by graffiti

GRAFFITI was sprayed on dozens of cars, 
homes and businesses in a spate of vandal 
attacks across a whole neighbourhood. 

More than 20 homeowners woke up to find the tag 
graffiti on their home walls, garage doors and vehi¬ 
cles in their driveways in Spies Lane and Howley 
Grange Road in Halesowen. 


Quinton Methodist 
Church and Dallows Memo¬ 
rials as well as dozens of 
street signs and roadside 
walls were also targeted by 
the random spate of vandal¬ 
ism. While most of the graf¬ 
fiti was simply a ! CNS’ tag, 
there were also obscene mes¬ 
sages scrawled over people’s 
homes. 

The vandalism was dis¬ 
covered on Saturday 
morning - and a suspect has 
been caught on CCTV spray¬ 
ing a tag on a resident’s car 
in Howley Grange Road just 
before 4am. The hooded 
individual can be seen 
running across the drive, 
spraying the side door of the 
parked vehicle before 
running away. 

Sprayed 

Childminder Jenny Clulo, 
aged 42, has the CCTV to 
help guard her business - 
but after being woken up by 
neighbours to alert her to 
the attack on her car she 
immediately thought of the 
24-hour recorded footage. 

She said: “I went straight 
to have a look, and there in 
the middle of the night I 
could see the person who 
sprayed the car. It was 
strange to watch. The whole 
neighbourhood has been 
shaken by what has hap¬ 
pened. I hope the footage 
might help police.” 

Four police officers turned 
up on Saturday morning fol¬ 
lowing calls to inspect the 
damage and speak to

victims. Resident Derek 
Dowell, aged 61, of Howley 
Grange Road, had a ‘CNS’ 
tag sprayed across his 
courier van. He now has to 
have the graffiti removed 
before returning to work. He 
said: “I don’t understand 
why someone would do 
this.” 

Lynne Edmonds, aged 57, 
of Howley Grange Road, 
woke up to find the tag 
scrawled over the side of her 
house. She said: “It’s not 
what you want to find when 
waking up to your 
weekend.” 

Renee Gerrard, aged 89, of 
Bournebrook Crescent, also 
had her bungalow targeted. 
Her son-in-law Tony Walker, 
aged 70, said: “It’s disgust¬ 
ing someone could do this.” 

The graffiti artist climbed 
Alan Walker’s garage roof to 
scrawl the tag on the side of 
his house in Spies Lane. 

His nephew Jon Evans, 
aged 29, said: “I’ve seen the 
tag sprayed across the town. 
The person needs to be 
stopped now.” 

Last week, Halesowen 
Inspector Dez Lambert said 
police were investigating a 
spate of graffiti across the 
town. A man was arrested, 
then released on bail on Sep¬ 
tember 13. Pc Paul Cham¬ 
bers said: “There has been a 
spate of damage which has 
occurred in the area. This is 
something police will not tol¬ 
erate and will investigate.”

Legend of the lost city 
is brought back to life 


T here are some genres that just 
fit into Saturday evening’s TV 
schedules perfectly, and being 
without them seems weird. 

Talent shows are a given these 
days, as are glossy light entertainment 
programmes. And you certainly can’t 
miss out on a fantasy adventure. 

Doctor Who is the granddaddy of 
them all, but will be off our screens 
until the 50th anniversary edition, set 
to be broadcast on November 23rd. 

In recent years, the likes of Robin 
Hood and Merlin have fulfilled the 
requirement whenever the Time Lord 
has been off air, but now there’s a new 
show on the block. 

It feels as if the Beeb has been 
showing the trailer for Atlantis every 
five minutes lately; they’ve obviously 
pushed the boat out when it comes to 
the budget and so are desperate for it 
to gain a decent audience. 

However, what the corporation 
hasn’t done is tell us much about the 
plot. 

What we do know is that it focuses 
on a young lad called Jason who, 
while searching for his missing father, 


is washed up on the shores of a 
mysterious land, a place where 
mythical creatures, soothsaying 
oracles and palaces seemingly built 
by giants are commonplace.

Seat set to put new Leon through its paces 


LONG-term tests are about living 
with a car every day, doing all kinds 
of driving, and exposing the best 
and the worst of what real buyers 
will see for themselves. There are 
many things that a few hours behind 
the wheel on a new car launch just 
can’t tell you. 

Seat has put a lot of investment into the new 
Leon in an attempt to cut the gap on the peren¬ 
nial sales bonanza enjoyed by its sister car, the 
Volkswagen Golf. 

While the Golf has become ever more 
straight-line sensible in its styling though, the 
Leon has brought together a stunning combi¬ 
nation of curves, angles and overall poise to 
create something that looks much more inter¬ 
esting. The question is: do its real-world talents 
match up? 

This is what I’m aiming to find out by taking 
delivery of a just run-in five-door Leon for the 
next six months. I’ve picked the mid-range SE 
model, which has a lot of little touches over and 
above the base S grade version, but is a healthy 
amount cheaper than the body-kitted and more 
ostentatious FR. I’ve also chosen a petrol 
engine, in light of the incredible work the Volk¬ 
swagen Group has done to improve the drive- 
ability and efficiency of its unleaded-drinking 
powerplants. 

Pages upon pages have been written about 
the 104bhp 1.2-litre TSI turbocharged petrol 
and it’s fairly well known as a great unit. In 
light of that, I’ve opted for its big brother, the 
138bhp 1.4 TSI. It’s going to be interesting to

see whether it can justify the extra £1,050 over 
the 1.2. They share a road tax band but the 1.2 
is four insurance groups lower and allegedly 
3mpg more frugal, so I’ll be aiming to see 
whether the higher performance from the 1.4 is 
worth it. 

In terms of options, OU13 YBM has got only 
the key ones Seat reckons will be most popular 
with buyers. Chief among them is the Technol¬ 
ogy Pack, which brings with it full LED head¬ 
lights - a first for any C-segment car - along 
with DAB radio and sat-nav courtesy of a good- 
sized colour screen mounted reasonably high 


up on the dashboard. Initially Seat dropped the 
pack’s near-£l,100 price to £500, but further 
down the line it became, amazingly, free of 
charge. 

Technology 

The headlights are a big deal for Seat and the 
market in general and after much deal-making 
within the VW Group, the Leon has secured 
first rights to the new technology, even ahead of 
the Golf and Audi A3. 

The idea behind LED headlights is not just 
that they use much less energy than traditional 
bulbs or high-intensity xenon lamps; the light

the special LEDs create is closer in colour to 
natural daylight than any alternatives, 
allegedly making it easier for the human eye to 
distinguish contrast and movement within the 
beam. As the nights draw in later this year, I’ll 
have the perfect opportunity to test the theory. 

On top of the Technology Pack there are 17in 
alloy wheels, which certainly fill the wheel 
arches more convincingly but could also be 
more exposed to damage from kerbs. I’ll look 
into this and see whether the move was a wise 
one or not. 

Other than that, the car is standard, so with 


the Golf lined up as a significantly more expen¬ 
sive option and the Skoda Octavia perhaps 
being bigger than some people want or need, 
the time has come for the Leon to prove itself 
within the VW Group. I’m going to pile the 
miles on it, encompassing driving at every time 
of day and night, motorway trips, urban 
scratching, Sunday afternoon blasts and of 
course the weekly shop. My partner, Laura, will 
also be driving it, and since most family cars are 
shared between parents, her opinion will be 
invaluable. It’s game on, Leon, so let’s see what 
you’re made of.

New Civic 
delivers on 
promise of 
top mileage

HONDA has fitted ‘magic seats’ to its new 
Civic but you will find the real box of tricks 
under its bonnet. 

Scan down the spec sheet and one figure jumps 
out - incredible mileage claims of 78.5 per gallon 
could sell a car in its own right. 


The 1.6-litre engine, 
which is built in Swindon, 
is aimed purely at the 
European market and the 
hunger for low C02 and 
high mpg figures. In it’s 
publicity pack Honda 
boasts that the new 
engine can get you from to 
London to Paris and back 
twice on just one tank. 

I didn’t test that 863- 
mile distance but the fuel 
needle refused to budge on 
my weekly commute and 
only really started moving 
on a trip up North. 

The engine not only 
saves you a huge amount 
of cash on the forecourt, 
but also on road tax and 
congestion charge where 
applicable. 

With all the focus on the 
engine it’s easy to forget 
that the Civic also per¬ 
forms well, looks good and 
is brilliantly equipped. 
Some eco-model cars feel 
sluggish and uninspiring 
to drive, but there is a 
good combination of accel¬ 
eration and mid-range 
pull behind the wheel. 

It’s quite a big car to 
drive, but is still an agile 
performer with a smooth 
ride. 

It’s also an attractive 
looking car with the five- 
door family sized model 
looking like it belongs on a 
catwalk rather than a car 
park. 

Float 

The wrap-around glass 
on the front, from days of 
old, has gone and the mid¬ 
window mounted rear 
lights now jut out from the 
window and appear to 
float in the air. 

It still looks low to the 
ground and athletic with 
concealed rear door 
handles, shark-fin 

antenna and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

On the inside the car 
has been laid out like the 
cockpit of a fighter jet. 
The instruments are 
wrapped around the 
driver and are all easily 
accessible and easy to use. 

The six-speed gear stick 
sits quite high in the 
central well below a clever 
touch-screen system that 
houses an easy-to-use sat- 
nav, DAB radio and 
premium audio system. 

All models have an Idle 
Stop button that can be 



switched on and off. Base 
models come in at under 
£20,000 and include LED 
daytime running lights, 
climate control, CD and 
heated wing mirrors to 
name a few. 

The mid-range ES 
model adds cruise control, 
a rear view reversing 
camera, Bluetooth hands¬ 
free and an ultrasonic 
alarm. 

The EX tested had HDD 
navigation, premium 
sound system with sub¬ 
woofer, parking sensors 
and heated leather seats. 

Honda says it has 
worked hard to limit the 
noise inside the car, but 
the wind noise at motor¬ 
way speeds was probably 
my only bug bear on this 
car, and that was a hard 
one to find. 

The boot is the biggest 
in its class and there is 
loads of head and legroom 
for driver and passengers. 

Movement 

Not content with inno¬ 
vations in clever radar 
safety systems and engine 
turbochargers, Honda has 
even waved the wand with 
the seats. 

They are billed as 
‘magic’ and lift up, fold 
over and lock down in one 
easy movement for a quick 
60/40 split. 

But even when some¬ 
body is sat in them there 
are huge spaces under¬ 
neath the bases to store 
bulky items and there is 
the chance to slide 
through to the boot space. 

In the safety stakes the 
Civic has been rated as 
one of Europe's safest cars 
by NCAE 

Honda is still a trail- 
blazer in innovation and is 
always trying to improve 
fuel efficiency, perform¬ 
ance and safety. 

The launch of this 
clever car with smart 
engine is a shot across the 
bows of competitors like 
VW, Ford and Audi who 
may have to find a little bit 
of magical inspiration 
themselves.

against John Ruiz. The 50-year-old hasn’t 
retired yet, either, last halting Dane Brian 
Neilsen in the 10th round in May 2011 
although he hasn’t competed since.
